To deare this ſeeming Paradox the better, we muſt lay down 
Three Grounds, all of them, as we conceive undenyable. Firſt, 
that God alone is good, as our 8aviour plainly tells us, and fo the 
onely Objet of our Hope. Secondly, re" love of our ſelves 1 
not vitious : for certainly Hee that bids ns love or Neighbour 4 
our ſelves, bids us love our ſelves» ſome: ſort , otherwiſe that 
could not be the Rule of our love to our Neighbours , fince Wee 
cannot makea Rule of Nothing.
